and possibly soon disavow ed, and the invest­ 
ment of foreign gold in perm anent improve­ 
ments. 
The distinction between the inse­ 
curity of capital lent to a governm ent for ag­ 
gression or defence against rivals and the in­ 
security of capital expended on the working 
of a railway concession is a distinction of de­ 
degree rather than of kind. 
In theory, the 
rei udiation by a state of its guarantee under 
tlie former is as illegal a violence as under 
the latter. 
In fact, 
a railw ay corporation 
planted 011 Mexican territory and actually 
serving Mexicans by the daily means of com ­ 
munication it affords w ill occupy much more 
solid ground amid the turmoil of Mexican 
politics than a creditor w ho can point only to 
an inscription in the funded debt."

Mr. Cramp speaks of the climate as being 


delightful at all seasons of the year. It is hot 
in summer aud cold in winter, but the people 
tavely complain, of the weather, aud appear 
bettor able to stand it than iu the east. The 
climate is beneficial for those afflicted with 
rheumatism, and he has seen tuen carried into 
tliis region who would be able to walk around 
within two weeks. 
There is little, of farming in that section 
jti Hay to some extent is raised in the val- 
leys, which readily brings from 830 to 850 per 
ton from the miners. Stock raising is yet in its 
iiifaney in the Gunuison region, and it, of 
couvse, cannot succeed on 'the mountains. The 
lilains are good for raising stock of all,kinds. 
Mi. Crump believes there is plenty of money iu 
this, us in all other business, provided people 
who go out there will take good care of theui- 
selies, aud have sufficient money with them 
to last a year or two, until their ventures be-

ing the darkest period of tho revolutionary 
war, a German soldier of character and dis- 
tinction tendered his sword in aid of Ameri- 
can independence—Frederick William Au- 
gustus, linroii Steuben. At Valley Forge, in 
the memorable and disastrous campaign of 
1778, lie attested the sincerity of his at-- 
tachiiient to the 
patriot 
cause by es-

gloomy, 
and 


its hopes, but for the intense /eal of the peo- 
ple, weli nigh crushed. 
Baron Stenben was 


received by Washingten with the .most cordial 
welcome, and immediately placed on duty as 
inspector general of the army. 
A detailed 


•history of his military career in America 
would form an epitome of the revolutionary 
struggle. 
He had served in the seven years' 


war on the staff of the great Frederick, and 
acquired in the campaigns of that master of 
military science, skill and experience, so much 
needed by untrained soldiers of the continen- 
tal army. . The drill and discipline and effec- 
tive organi/.ntion which, under the command- 
ing patronage of Washington, were at once 
imparted to the American army by the /eal 
and diligence of Steubtm, transformed the 
volunteers and raw levies into veterans, who 
successfully met the British regulars in all 
the campaigns of the prolonged contest. The 
final surrender of the British army, under 
Comwallis, occurred at Yorktown, Ya., the 
19th of October. 1781. 


Baron Stouben .bore a most conspicuous 


part in the arduous campaign which ended 
so auspiciously for the Continental army, aud 
it fell to his lot to receive ' the first official 
notification of the proposed capitulation, and 
to bear it to the illustrious commander-in- 
chief. 


The centennial of that great event in 


American history is to be celebrated with ap- 
propriate observances aud ceremonies on the 
approaching anniversary. 
I am directed by 


the president to tender through you an invita- 
tioe to the representatives of Baron Steuben's 
family in Germany, to attend the celebration 
as the guests of the government of the United 
States. You will communicate the invitation 
through the imperial minister of foreign 
affnirs, and will express to him ihe very earn- 
est desires of this government.

The select committee on railway rules will 


not complete its inquiry during the present 
session, und it would be inconvenient to an- 
ticipate its conclusions. The subject wus suf- 
ficiently important to- justify detailed and 
elaborate investigation: but there is always, 
nnd especially in'recent tinws, some danger 
in opening a conflict: between vested rights 
and alleged expediency. Many of the wit- 
nesses, not without exhibitions of sympathy 
by some members ot ther.committee, have 
avowed their hope of adjusting railway rates 
with exclusive regard to the real or .supposed 
interest oHrade. The result qf such a policy 
might be to confiscate or greatly reduce In 
value property to the amount of several hun- 
dred millions held in accordance with con- 
tract, under pai liameiitary • title, by ti vast 
body of large anil small shareholders. Mr. 
Ten mint, general manager of the. Northeast- 
ern railway, told the committee that the re- 
duction in rates demanded by sonw of the 
witnesses would deprive• ordinary sharehold- 
ers of the whole of their income, which 
amounts to only seventeen per centum of tlie 
gross receipts. Traders and travelers have re-

The Elegant Apartments of the 
Ne-.v/r Hurried

To thn apartments of the newly mnrrifd 


couple at Prague there are tiirc*- entrance's— 
a slairca.se in the right comer of the outer 
palace yard for the crown princess as side en- 
trance to her chamber and to the rooms of 
her suite—the great staircase between the 
outer and second yard serving the main en- 
trance and the portal in the inner palace yard 
ferthe crown prince. The first six rooms 
on landing at the head of the grand staircase 
are for tlie use of the crown princess. One of 
tlieni is a bath-room of a simple style, but 
provided with every-comfort; the walls 
and bath are tiluil in blue and white, the fur- 
niture in white. The adjoining room is the 
princess' dormitory, the wails hung with 
light-blue tapestry, the curtains and carpets 
"of a darker shiule the high and beautifully 
carved baldaquin bed, with light-blue silk 
hangings, 'together with a toilet table, some 
arnf chairs and tabourets forming the whole of 
tlie furniture. 
Above tho toilet tnble is 


a large mirror In richly-gilt carving. From 
above tlie mirror, held by a rosette of lilies 
of the valley, the favorite flowers of tlie 
princess, luce curtains drop down to the 
lionr. A high white-painted and gilt door 
loads to the third room, the toilet chamber,

While the breakfast-room, boudoir and salon 
have fine Italian mantel-pieces of Carrara 
marble, aud the oilier three rooms contain lurge 
gla/.cd stoves.

journ in the Bohemian capital, and which 
have undergone but slight alterations. Those

Tliu Japanese children huve to endure hard- 


ships from their birth. In their tiny easy 
chairs, no well-spread tables, around which 
tho family gather and hold .sweet converse. 
Yon must stoop to enter the ordinary houses, 
and their rooms are not much larger than 
closets. A part of the door is eovuivd with 
mats, on which they sit and sleep. A block 
of wood four inches high, hollowed a little at 
the top, answers us a pillow. Sometimes it 
hits stuffing on the top an inch thick, over 
which a clean piece of paper is spread each 
time it is used, to save any needful.washing. 
The head poised on this pillow, prevents the 
disarrangement of tlie hair, so that it need- 
not be combed-more thon once or twice in a 
week. 
Hut the poor babies, and little 


children's heads are shaved entirely, or have 
from one to five tufts of hair left on the top 
over each ear, and on the back. I have seen 
little babies with heads entirely shaven, and 
uncovered on the coldest day, while the 
mother or pel-sou on whose back it was car- 
riecl, had the face aval head covered, only the 
eves and uose visible. Dr. Hepburn says, 
"Only wry strong babies survive their in- 
fancy." 


Japanese bouses have only paper windows; 


they have no stoves or grates, but a little box, 
from one to two feet square, with some coals 
irf the center, is all they have for warmth or 
cooking. Two or three cups, as many plates, 
a teapot, a kettle and some boxes to hold their 
clothing, complete their furniture. All the 
houses I have seen are very clean, which is 
their only appearance of comfort. 


Little children are often made to take care 


of tlie baby. A very common sight is a little 
boy or girl, from live to twelve years old, 
playing with a kite, with u baby strapped on 
their bucks, fast asleep, but sometimes cry- 
Ing. 
In trie latter case, they only say, "Be 


quiet," and go on with their play. But Ja- 
panese children seldom cry or quarrel, and 
are very obedient to parents and teachers, 
whom they venerate-

One of these 
letters clears an obscure point in the history 
of-the Amlerican wife of Jerome Bonaparte. 
As Is generally .linown the emperor was very 
Indignant at this match, and insisted on his 
brother's'breaking it, maintaining that the al- 
liance was not legitimate.

tained that Miss Patterson—or rather Mrs. 
Bonaparte—voluntarily consented to the sep- 
aration. ' Her letters, published in 1881, do 
not include the one in which she announced 
to the emperor her compliance with his 
wishes. The only clue to it was an allusion 
in a letter addressed by Napoleon to Talley- 
rand, in December, 1809. 
The text of this 


hitherto unpublished letter froin the emperor 
would indicate that the renunciation was vol- 
untary:

DUBANGO, Col., September 1.—Bart Wil- 


kinson, the murderer of Marshal Ogstoury, 
was captured yesterday afternoon on the mesa 
about seven or eight miles northeast: of Ani- 
mas City by Marshal Cook and Deputy Sheriff 
Ike Stockton. He was lying on a pallet-rest- 
ing with his horse tied near by. .Stockton 
covered him with his gun, -and ordered him 
to hold up his hands, which he did rather re- 
luctantly, saying, "lie you have the drop on 
me." 
Cook manacled him and he was 


brought to Aiiiraas City last night He was 
guarded by thirty men at Keith's City hotel 
until this afternoon, when he was taken to 
the mountain northeast, by Mayor Fox, Mar- 
shal Cook ami 'a deputy.' 'There-is fear of 
lynching by a party, from Durango or Silver- 
ton. 
The Silverton authorities were notified 


of the capture, aud'are expected in to-night 
with the reward.

this time the highwaymen, supposed to be 
live or six in tuuiuber, became alarmed and 
started to- run off into the brush, leaving 
lanterns, masks, twenty-four cartridges, her- 
cules powder, fuse, axe, sledge, pick aud 
other tools. No one was injured. 
The train 


was, detained but eight hours. 
Further ad- 


vices regarding the attempt to rob the over- 
land train add nothing to the previously re- 
ported facts except that on the approach of 
the robbers the express messenger put out 
the lights. The robbers finding the attempt 
at surprise had failed left hastily in a.-wagon- 
which they .had in waiting.

An Attempt Made by Prisoners to Escape.

made a dash for liberty, which, however, was 
unsuccessful. 
Jailor Haas received informa- 


tion from one of the better-behaved prisoners, 
thirty-six hours before, that the attempt was 
to be made at breakfast time to getaway. 
Mr. Haas notified the marshal and prepara- 
tions were made accordingly. At the break- 
fast hour, there is usually nobody on deck at 
the jail but the Cook, "\Villiain.Robinsoii, and 
the night Jailor Hanson, but in .anticipation 
of the break, the guards Billy Olds and Jim 
Roberts remained at the jail over night and 
Captabi Flood, Sergeant Connolly and officers 
Bradbury, Latterly and McCallum were on 
hand for the fun. Believing that they would 
first attempt the back way, Flood, Connolly 
and Lafferty took stations there, while Brad- 
bury, McCallum aud the two jail guards were 
on guard in front.

them with a pistol apiece. Tins effectually 
dampened the ardor of the prisoners,' and they 
walked sullenly back to the jail. 


Collins.kiudly explained to the officers that 


he was only looking for a little fresh air, aud 
he wouldn't try to get away, O no ! Mack, 
however, gave them divine warning that he 
would escape the first chance he got, aud that 
he expected to get a chance before long. He 
was assured that the men were Junnlng a-big 
risk of their live*.

A Viennese journal has just published' a 


series of hitherto unedited Letters of Napo- 
leoul., coiiies of -which were scut to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs at Paris. One of these 
letters clem an obscure point in the history 
of'the American wife of Jerome Bonaparte. 
As is generally .linown the euiperpr was very 
indignant at this match, aud insisted on hia 
brother's breaking it, maintaining that the al- 
liance was not legitimate.

tained that Miss Patterson—or rather Mrs. 
Bonaparte—voluntarily consented to the sep- 
aration. Her letters, published in 1801, do 
not include the one In which she announced 
to the emperor her compliance with his 
wishes. The only clue to It was an allusion 
in a letter addressed by Napoleon to Talley- 
rand, in December, 1809.

would indicate that the renunciation was vol- 
untary:

Millie. Patterson's letter. Answer it for me 
to Tureau, the French ambassador in Amer- 
ica, and say that I will welcome with pleas- 
ure her son and will afford him my protection 
if she wishes to send him to France; that he

It would seem 
that the country would be better off if the 
capital invested in the manufacture of steel 
rails were diverted into some other industry, 
unless tliis industry can be put on a paying 
basis. Twenty-seven millions of dollars a year 
is a good deal to spend for the support of a 
single Industry. 


General Halburt, our new minister to Peru, 


has presented his credentials to Sefior Calder- 
ou, the provisional president, lie said that 
he was authorized "to promote the establish- 
ment of peace on fair terms." The terms of 
peace, however, between Chili and Peru can- 
not seem to be agreed, upon. In their great 
strait the Peruvians have a valuable example 
in the conduct of France in 1871. The French 
accepted any terms, submitted to anything 
that would rid them of the Germans and then 
went resolutely to work and soon repaired all 
damages. The Peruvians must do likewse. 
Their country suffers for the want of peace 
and they should accept any terms that will 
give them an opportunity to attend to busi- 
ness. If our minister can arrange any terms 
of peace he will strengthen the influence of 
the United States in South America, which is 
very desirable.

York and last year took the editorship of 
New York mining paper. He published in 
1876, his first book on Colorado' and it im 
mediately took high rank. In 1879 he pub- 
lished a second edition which had a large 
sale. He was highly esteemed and beloved 
for his kindness of heart and generosity.

ALASKA'S BEQUEST. 


Ever since Alaska has been the property of 


government there has not been the attention 
given its development which the country de- 
serves.

The Times continues its editorial by saying: 


"Certainly it is for the advantage both of 
Mexico and the world at large that the ostra- 
cism of the Mexican republic should be ter- 
minated. A loss general as well as particular 
is suffered when a fund like that is excluded 
JErom the ordinary range of enterprise. A re-' 
gum and a population must be barren indeed 
of physical endowments and of intelligence 
which cannot contribute something to the 
common profits, of mankind. -Though past 
experience forbids any very sanguine antici- 
pations of gains In the latter direction, the 
possibilities in the former are indisputable. 
There is nothing in the wide circle of mate- 
rial riches which Mexican soil cannot produce. 
It is no subject of mere speculation. Proof 
has been given for three centuries of'Mexican 
fertility and wealth in an abundance limited 
by human industry alone. Europe, after the 
fall of the Mexican Empire, passed a sort of 
self-ctenyiug ordinance, against participation 
in these natural advantages, which it is high' 
time to repeal. It could not be better repeal- 
ed than by covering the country with a neb- 
work of .railways. Mexico possesses every 
gift, except ready-made communications.. It 
is a land of mountains, and valleys, and plat- 
eaus, not of rivers. But its mountains are 
not a of a kind to render railway engineering 
exceptionally arduous.

Bistoa Wool Market. • 


Messrs. Denny, Rice & Co.,of Boston, report 


as follows on the condition of tho wool market 
in' that city: The total receipts of wool at this 
port during tho past week comprise 0310 
hales domestic and 1650 foreign, against 118, 
932 bales domestic and 50 foreign for the 
sa.me time last year. The total receipts since 
January'1,1381, comprise 255,184 bales do- 
mestic and 18,544 bales foreign, against 330,- 
001 bales domestic and 83,900 bales foreign 
for tlie corresponding period of 1880. 


The sales for the week comprise 3,103,07 


pounds of domestic fleece and pulled and 
50,800 pounds of foreign,making the week's 
transactions foot' up. 2,223,577 pounds,, against 
1,911,037 pounds,' and 3,039,170 pounds for 
the two previous weeks' transactions. 


The market has apparently more tone than 


last week, aud while this is not to be traced 
out in any large increase in the business,. 11 
nevertheless exists. The volume of sales this 
week puts the,market.relatively in . tlie same 
position that it was three weeks ago. For four 
weeks the market has ruled steady, and this 
tor such ii 'changeable article of merchandise 
as wool is remarkable. Had there been any 
degree of weakness it should have been man 
ifested during that time, for offers below the 
.nominal'.'market'price have been numerous 
Instead, holders have been very firm, and 
the owners lu the country have held.f or higher 
prices in many instances. There has been no 
demonstration indicating weakness. Manu- 
facturers have been influenced to hold back 
by four distinct reasons: They wished to see 
how their goods would open for next season; 
and how their winter products would sell; 
how the

mense offering :of nearly 400,000 would 
open; 
how. the 
market 
would , stand 


up under the heavy receipts which have been 
pouring in for the past seven or eight weeks. 
Some of these reasons can be checked off now. 
Woollen goods, as will be seen below, are do- 
ing very well, and of many descriptions job- 
bers have not sufficient to meet tne wants of 
their trade. The prospect ahead in goods is 
satisfactory. 
The London sale opened on 


Tuesday, and, rather to the surprise of many 
who looked for. lower prices under the influ- 
ence of the immense offering, the prices real- 
ized were equal to those ruling at the preced- 
Ing.sale for all fine wools, such as would be 
wanted for this uiurket. Crosbreds are off 
slightly. This would prevent importations 
from there, without this market should ad- 
vance or 'that decline.' A good', many buyers 
are in attendance, and tho opinion prevails 
here that Jino wools will be no lower there. 


Tho work has been otherwise uneventful 


liere. The sharp demand for combing and 
delaine continues, aud many Philadelphia 
buye'rs have been in the market, but dealers 
are still behind in their deliveries, and are 
disinclined to sell any more ahead. The de- 
mand" continues even larger for territory 
wools, as the sales made this week fully indi- 
cate, the cause being that they 'yield the 
shea-pest scoured pound. We quote:

They broke 
camp at an early hour this morning, and con- 
tinued their inarch down the Uncompaligre, 
It is expected that they will cross the Gunni- 
son at the forks by day after to-morrow. Thev 
are driving large numbers of sheep and goats 1 
which will necessarily cause slow progress, 
and consequently several weeks will elapse 
before they arrive at their destination which 
is distant from here between two and three 
hundred miles."

An Interview With a Texas Banger Whi 


Used to Pight Them, 


As'tlie Apnclies are prominently before the 


public the following Intel-view from th 
Leadville Herald as to their mode of warfare 
will provi- of Interest: "Mr. David H. Wil 
son, who has been connected with a, company i 
of Texas rangers under Colonel Baylor, hiis j 
recently arrived in Leadville from New Mexi- 
co and Texas. Mr. Wilson gives some 'inter? 
estlng facts in regard to the warfare now be- 
ing engaged iu by the blood-thirsty Apaches 
against Hie settlers and travelers In that coun- 
try. The Apaches are supposed to have four 
or live hundred warriors on the war path. 
These are divided into' bands of from ten 
to twenty. They are unhed with fifty-calibre 
buffalo guns, and a few. with Winchesters. 
They take to the mountains when pursued by 
soldiers and do their lighting anlpng the rocks 
:on the mountains. They are ri'ofifotoli afraid 
of troops, especially of • the coiofed^Soldiers 
who are found there. It will he^remembered 
that the. party under command of Lieutenant 
Smith, with whom the lamented George Daly 
and other citizens were connected, were color- 
ed troops, and Mr. Wilson thinks that Daly 
must have lost his life by impetuously rush- 
ing forward when the troops hud fallen back 
This would be entirely in keeping with the 
well known characterise of Mr. Daly. 


"The lndians,accordlngto Mr..Wilson, have 


a holy horror of the Texan rangers, and avoid 
lighting'tliem if they can. The rangers have 
no squeaniishness about the shedding of In- 
dian blood. They kill indiscriminately, bucks, 
sijuaws and pappooses, and are known as "no 
quarter" men. They, scalp the dead, and are 
proud of the scalps they secure. It sounded 
rathei curious to hear Mr. Wilson talk of 
sending u "nice scalp" hack to his friends. 
The "no quarter" plan pursued by the rang- 
ers make them the more feared by the Indians 
tlian the soldiers are. If they get into a tight 
place when lighting soldiers, they havo only 
to surrender and live to fight again under 
more auspicious circumstances. The rangers, 
on the other hand, kill us they go, looking up 
ou the blood-thirsty wretches us a species of 
vermin that should be exterminated.
